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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

• In claim 2, line 2 and 3, it is not understood what "changing a wall thickness of 
said Au layer" means. There is no changing in wall thickness disclosed in the 
specification. 

• In claim 2, line 3, there is no proper antecedent basis for "said Au layer". 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Glenn et al. 



(US 6,228.676) in view of Hohn et al. (US 6,066,861). 
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With regard to claim 1, Glenn et al. disclose an IC chip packaging device (col. 2, line 40 
to col. 9, line 55 and fig. 1) comprising: 

• A substrate 12; 

• A pair of electrodes 22 formed on the substrate 1 2; 

• A step formed in the electrodes within the mold 42 having a height increasing 
from outer part to inner part of the electrode (fig. 1). 

• A mold encapsulation 42, but Glenn et al. do not disclose the chip is a LED. 
However, Hohn et al. discloses a LED chip could be encapsulated in a mold 
(Hohn fig. 1). Hohn et al. teaches encapsulating a LED chip could produce LED 
arrays that light up in different color (Hohn col. 1, lines 28-30). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to encapsulate a 
LED chip in Glenn's package. Doing so could produce different color light. 

With regard to claim 2, Glenn et al. disclose the electrode 22 includes a Cu layer and an 
Au layer (col. 3, lines 1-8). 

With regard to claims 3 and 4, Glenn et al. disclose the Au layer is an uppermost layer 
(col. 3, line 6)
